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What now for Strawberry Field?

THE future of the Strawberry 
Field, acquired by the town coun¬ 
cil in 2001 to develop better 
leisure and recreation facilities for 
Lyme Regis, is in the melting pot. 

Tonight (Wednesday) town councillors 
will discuss a number of options for fur- 
tire use of the land, including the possi¬ 
bility of selling it. 

Lyme Regis Town Council purchased 
the 11-acre site from adjoining land own¬ 
ers Cliff and Caroline Powley for £56,000 
following a report from West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council highlighting Lyme’s poor 
sporting facilities, especially the lack of 
pitches. 

Ambitious plans were drawn up for a £1 
million new home for Lyme Regis Foot- 
bal Club to include two full size pitches, 
a floodlit milti-use games area (MUGA) 
and a clubhouse and changing accommo¬ 
dation. 

Facilities for tennis and other sports 
would have been provided on the MUGA. 

But the scheme was comprehensively 
rejected by West Dorset planning officials 
following strong opposition from resi¬ 
dents living across the valley in the parish 
of Uplyme. 

Since then, the field has been used for 
sheep grazing and a part leased to the 
nearby Lyme Regis Golf Club for a pitch 
and putt course, producing very little in-

come for the town. The town council 
wanted to use the land for allotments but 
this idea was shelved after opposition from 
the freeholders. 

Town clerk John Wright has produced a 
report for tonight’s Strategy and Policy 
meeting to allow members to consider op¬ 
tions for the future use of the land opposite 
the park and ride in Charmouth Road. 

Any recommendations made tonight will 
be considered by the full council on May 
21st. 


Covenants restricting use 

In the report Mr Wright reminded mem¬ 
bers that the council entered into a 999- 
year lease for the Strawberry Field in 
September 2001. The purchase price was 
£56,111 and the lease included covenants 
restricting the use of the site to sporting 
and recreational purposes only and as a 
park and ride facility for the town. 

An option to relocate the football club to 
the site was considered but planning ob¬ 
jections to floodlighting, among other is¬ 
sues, halted the project and the 
opportunity to acquire significant grant 
funding also passed.

The 36-year-old AmSafe IT systems manager decided to take up the challenge of organising the 
first such music festival in West Dorset after friends complained about the lack of such an event in 
the area. With more time on his hands having just successfully completed an MSc in Computing 
for Commerce and Industry through Open University, he took up the challenge. 

The not for profit festival that will feature Dodgy, the 1990s Britpop group as the headline act, in 
a feast of music which will also include a comedy stage where Joel Dommett will top the bill as well 
as a whole host of other activities for the family. 


■ THIS appears to be a big project to take on. 
What made you decide to organise this event? 

BRIDPORT has such a rich mix of local music talent 
as well as a big community that supports these local 
performers. 

We regularly go to large music festivals and from 
listening to the locals over the years realised that 
West Dorset and especially Bridport needed a festi¬ 
val that would showcase this local talent but also in¬ 
troduce a number of well known or up and coming 
UK bands that the people of the area might not get 
to see very often. 

■ HAS it been hard to organise? 

AFTER coming up with the idea last August we 
thought this would be quite a straight forward proj¬ 
ect to organise, but almost nine months into the 
project we realise how much time and effort is re¬ 
quired to put on such an event and regularly ques¬ 
tion why we agreed to do it. 

However when this happens we just look at our 
original objectives and goals, and this drives us to 
continue with the relentless amount of work that is 
required on top of our full time jobs. 

I now understand that any event however small re¬ 
quires a great deal of work and planning and I take 
my hat off to anyone who gives their time up to or¬ 
ganise community events such as this. 

■ THESE kinds of events take a lot of organising 
and agreement with local authorities. What is in¬ 
volved? 

ORIGINALLY we didn't have a clue about licensing 
but now I think we are almost experts at it! 

The first job was to understand exactly what was 
required, and West Dorset District Council were very 
helpful in giving advice and providing us with lots 
of useful information. 

There are numerous local authorities that we need 


to ensure we are acting in the correct manner in 
terms of safety and the law. 

This involved meetings with not only WDDC, but 
the police licensing, fire brigade, ambulance service, 
environmental health, Traffic Authority, DCC and 
Bridport Town Council to name a few. 

■ HAVE you encountered any real problems to 
date? 

OUR first choice venue was turned down due to fire 
risks and lack of emergency access which delayed us 
but once Asker Meadows was confirmed, the license 
was submitted in December. 

Notices had to be displayed around the venue for 
28 days allowing local authorities and the public to 
object to our license proposal, and we received one 
public objection that set us back a month before it 
was dropped. 

Despite the granting of the license we are still 
working with the local authorities constantly, and at¬ 
tend local Safety Advisory Group Meetings as well 
as signing up to Pubwatch. 

■ THIS is a community event for all the family to 
enjoy, and you are running it on a not for profit 
basis. How does that work? 

OUR original plan was to have a two day festival, but 
we then revised our thoughts as being perhaps a lit¬ 
tle bold as a first attempt as it was not what we 
wanted to achieve initially. 

The idea then became to keep it simple. With no 
previous known history of what we will achieve in 
attendance or bar sales, I think we have been very 
realistic in our budget, and if we achieve more than 
that it will be a bonus which means we will have 
more money to donate to local music projects and 
charities, and be able to reinvest more into next 
year's event. 



■ WHAT are your objectives? 

MY OBJ ECTIVES have always been to break even but 
I also want people to go away having had a great 
time, listened to some great bands and comedy and 
probably met some new friends along the way. 

If this happens it gives us scope to go away and 
make the festival bigger and better next year and 
will put a massive smile on my face, as I know all the 
hard work would have paid off.

INTERVIEW 


■ YOU have received a lot of support from local 
businesses and individuals who have sponsored 
the festival in various ways. What has been your 
experience when you have approached them and 
what is the general feeling in the town? 

I GENERALLY think there is a buzz around the town 
about the festival. People are excited that something 
new and a bit different is coming to the town and 
they want to be a part of it. 

This makes methinkthatour idea was really worth 
doing, and gives us the drive to push it forward and 
make it a great success. 

We have had so much support, generosity and 
kind words from local businesses as I think they can 
see what we want to achieve and believe it is going 
to be great for the community. 

We are still getting the word out there and have al¬ 
ready had one fundraising event - a Race Night at 
Tanners on Sunday, which was very successful - and 
we have a Duck Race on Whitsun Bank Holiday Sun¬ 
day (May 25th) where we will also be selling tickets. 

■ YOU have a premises licence to run the festival 
annually on the second weekend in July. Do you 
intend to continue organising the event in future 
years? 

Yes indeed, we definitely want to be part of this for 
a long time and hopefully as we have most of the 
policies and procedures in place now, next year's 
event will be a lot easier to organise. 

I am also hoping we can get a volunteer group or 
committee together that can help organise the 
event and take some of the workload off us, as well 
as come up with great ideas for improving the festi¬ 
val.

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'We're being shut out'says councillor 


TOWN councillors have complained they are 
“not being included” in discussions regarding 
future plans for the landslide-stricken Mon¬ 
mouth Beach chalets in Lyme Regis. 

The town council recently withdrew a planning appli¬ 
cation to move chalets forward several metres to save 
them from slips behind, following objections from dis¬ 
trict council engineers. It was then agreed at a recent 
Strategy & Policy Committee meeting to submit a new 
application, moving the chalets to a mid-point between 
their current position and the originally proposed line. 

However, two councillors have now complained that 
they were not included in further discussions and were 
not made aware of a meeting between the council and 
chalet owners. 

Speaking at the last full council meeting, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis said: “I just wanted clarification on when 
a future planning application is going forward and when 
the town council is going to be consulted again on this 
because I’m given to understand by a member of the pub¬ 
lic that there was a meeting earlier this week with chalet 
owners, the town clerk, deputy town clerk and Councillor 
Chris Clipson, and I’d like to know what’s happening.” 

Town clerk John Wright explained that he would be 
moving forward with the planning application as soon as 
he had all the relevant information and that the meeting 
with chalet owners was to inform them of the decision 
to submit a second application 

Councillor Anita Williams, who was chairing this sec¬ 
tion of the meeting as the Mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, had declared a pecuniary interest as a chalet owner,

said that the council has always been keen to make sure 
chalet owners were involved and didn’t feel excluded. 

Councillor Ellis argued: “I’m not happy about this. It’s 
OK to say we should be consulting chalet owners but 
what about consulting councillors, letting us know what’s 
going on? I feel very out of what is happening and I 
should not, I should be involved in what is happening.” 

Councillor Williams said that the meeting with chalet 
owners was simply implementing the decision made at 
Strategy & Policy. 

However, her father, Councillor Stan Williams, argued: 
“I am in the same mind as Councillor Ellis, I’m appalled 
that chalet owners will do what’s best for them. It worries 
me that the mayor is involved in those meetings and she’s 
got the biggest investment in it, hers and her sister’s 
chalets on Monmouth Beach.” 

Former chalet owner Tim Mayers then shouted “here, 
here” from the public gallery. 

Personal interests 

Councillor Stan Williams continued: “It does worry me 
what’s really going on and I find this very difficult to deal 
with. I don’t know if she was at this last meeting or not.” 

Councillor Anita Williams then cut him off, saying that 
councillors should not discuss each other’s personal in¬ 
terests. 

But he continued: “All councillors should be talking 
about this, we really need to know. We shouldn’t just be 
leaving it to the chalet owners and the planners, this 
council needs to finally decide what it’s going to do and 
to exclude us is totally wrong.” 

Councillor Anita Williams replied: “I think that’s what 
we did at Strategy & Policy.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson said: “I was present at the 
meeting on Monday night, I try to be present at all meet¬ 
ings between chalet onwers and the council because it

which I am the chairman.” He added that the meetings 
were to “gently deal with the sensitive issue of people 
having lost their chalets to the sea”. 

“Nobody’s trying to go over anybody’s head, or do any¬ 
thing underhand, or push forward somebody’s feelings,” 
he continued. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said: “The process that we 
are following is quite proper. Officers are talking to chalet 
owners on our behalf, it would be inappropriate for all 
councillors to sit in on a meeting like that.” 

However, Councillor Ellis argued that as vice-chairman 
of Strategy & Policy she should have been made aware 
of the meeting but she “knew nothing of it”. 

The town clerk said that it was “no secret” that meet¬ 
ings had been taking place between the council and chalet 
owners for months, adding that “nothing was being kept 
secret” and that he reported back to council on all occa¬ 
sions. 

Councillor Stan Williams then asked to see a copy of 
the minutes taken at the meeting with chalet owners. He 
was told that no formal minutes were taken but that the 
town clerk would report back with any further develop¬ 
ments. 


Man found dead on 
Monmouth Beach 

THE body of a man found on Monmouth Beach at 
Lyme Regis on Saturday morning has been named 
locally as Ken Walton, a familiar figure in an around 
the harbour who came from the Southampton area. 

The body was discovered atlOam on Saturday by 
deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs. 

A section of the beach was cordoned off as the po- 
lice and authorities removed the body, which was 
found next to Mr Walton's boat, called The Mudlark. 

It is not yet known what caused the death, but 
Dorset Police have confirmed they are not treating 
it as suspicious. 

A spokesman for Dorset Police said: "Coastguards 
alerted Dorset Police at 10.35am. A section of the 
beach was cordoned off and an ambulance was 
called to the scene. 

"When the authorities arrived, the man was pro¬ 
nounced dead.The death is not being treated as sus¬ 
picious." 

Deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs, who found the 
body, also knew Mr Walton. 

He said:"It was awful. I was very shocked, it wasn't 
very nice finding it, especially when it is a person you 
know." 

Burglary at filling station 

A QUANTITY of cigarettes were stolen when a bur¬ 
glary occurred at the Post Office shop and Filling Sta¬ 
tion in Uplyme, overnight on April 14th/15th. 

Entry was gained to the post office shop by dam¬ 
aging the roof. The shutters to the cigarette unit were 
forced open and numerous packets of cigarettes 
stolen. 

Police are appealing to anyone who may have seen 
any suspicious activity or vehicles in the area.

Mr Wright said that more recently discussions had 
taken place with the freeholders of the Strawberry Field 
(Mr and Mrs Powley) about the possibility of the site 
being used for a field study centre, a project that Lyme 
egis Devlopment Trust had been working on in conjunc¬ 
tion with others, most notably the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum. 

The report continued:’’These discussions involved 
changes to the lease conditions which would have come 
at a cost; in this instance costs would have been met by 
those developing the project, not the council. 

“These discussions have not progressed because the or¬ 
ganisation approached about grant funding is not pre¬ 
pared to fund this project at this time.” 

Mr Wright then suggested four possible options: 

1. Do nothing and wait and see if circumstances 
change. In the meantime, retain the site for sheep grazing, 
pitch and putt and occasional park and ride. 

2. Sell the lease on. 

3. Approach an independent leisure provider about de¬ 
veloping the site for sporting and recreational purposes. 
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This option could include parcelling up the site for a 
number of concessions. 

4. Use council resources to develop the site for sporting 
and recreational uses. 

Mr Wright felt the last option was likely to require fi¬ 
nancial resources and staff time beyond the capacity of 
the council. 

♦ Lyme Regis Football Club run three adult sides and 
four youth teams and have to hire a pitch from the 
Woodroffe School to fullfil their fixtures.

Globe-selling Lyme artist 
exhibiting at home at last

LYME Regis’s mete- 
orically-successful 
and most-exported 
artist, former 

Woodroffe School 
teacher David Man¬ 
ners, is finally staging 
his first solo exhibi¬ 
tion in his home 
town. 

The overnight-success 
painter who has now sold 
to collectors on six conti¬ 
nents - including to a Hol¬ 
lywood idol - will hold a 
Bank Holiday exhibition of 
30 new paintings on May 
3rd-5th h at The Masonic 
Hall. 

David, 52, only started 
painting two years ago, as 
a therapy for a post trau¬ 
matic stress disorder which 
he suffered after serving as 
helicopter crew with the 
Royal Navy Reserve dur¬ 
ing the atrocity-ridden 
Bosnian War in the 1990s. 

Despite being entirely 
untaught, he has now sold 
his work around the globe 
to more than 2,000 people, 
including buyers in North 
America, South America, 
Australasia, Asia, Europe 
and Africa. 

He also has a permanent 
exhibition in Wilmington, 
North Carolina, another in 
Durango, Mexico, and he 
is now in talks for further 
exhibitions in Kentucky 
and Massachusetts. 

One of his original oil 
paintings now hangs in the 
home of an Oscar-winning 
Hollywood star. 

‘I’m not allowed to name 
the actor, because that was 
the deal that his agent in¬ 


sisted upon, but my paint¬ 
ing of Lyme beach huts is 
hanging in Beverly Hills. 
It blows my mind to think 
of the Hollywood A-listers 
who might have seen it at 
this guy’s parties,’ said 
David, whose style has 
been compared to Britain’s 
biggest-selling painter, 
Jack Vettriano. 

Lyme-born David was a 
maths teacher at the 
Woodroffe School until he 
had to take early retire¬ 
ment after he was trauma¬ 
tised by the shocking 
scenes that he witnessed in 
Bosnia. 

‘I started painting in 
Lebruary 2012; that’s 
when I had a phone call 
from the Combat Stress 
charity, who suggested 
that I took it up as a ther¬ 
apy. But I never expected 
anything to come of it, let 
alone this. I’ve been very 
lucky,’ said David. 

‘My art is about light and 


finding the right light is 
what I am always looking 
for, that and an image of 
Lyme which is different 
from the popular pictures 
of The Cobb and Golden 
Cap. My wife Angela has 
been a great help to me 
there; she’s like my Muse, 
often suggesting a scene 
that hasn’t been immedi¬ 
ately obvious to me. 

Commissions 

‘I work quite fast, with 
three paintings on the go at 
once. I paint seascapes and 
landscapes, everything 
that inspires me - from a 
couple strolling on the 
beach to The Queen on 
Remembrance Day. Re¬ 
cently I’ve been getting a 
number of commissions 
from people who want 
paintings of their pet dogs. 
But fundamentally I have 
to love what I paint, which 
is why I paint so many Ly- 
mescapes. 


‘I’m a bit nervous about 
having my first exhibition 
in Lyme as so many locals 
know me as a teacher, not 
as a painter, and I suppose 
it’s unusual to exhibit in 
the United States before 
showing in your home 
town. 

“But I’m honoured to be 
given the opportunity for 
my own Lyme show be¬ 
cause it’s been the people 
of Lyme who most en¬ 
couraged me when I first 
picked up a paint brush. 
Without the locals and my 
family urging me on I 
don’t think I would be 
where I am today.’ 

The David Manners Ex¬ 
hibition at The Masonic 
Hall, Broad Street, will 
run from May 3-5, open 
daily from 10.0 am-5.0 
pm.

Councillors agree to spend 
£2,000 on play park repairs 


TOWN councillors have agreed to spend 
£2,000 making short-term repairs to equipment 
in the Anning Road playing field in Lyme 
Regis. 

Councillors agreed to the expenditure after it was re¬ 
ported that the seesaw had been removed from the play 
area due to damage, one of the infant cradle swings 
had to be removed and there was deterioration to the 
wet pour safety flooring. 

It was originally suggested in a report by operations 
manager Elliot Herbert that £1,766 be spent on making 
repairs to the park, but this figure was upped after it 
came to light that the slide was also in need of repair. 

Councillors were told at a recent meeting that the 
complete remodeling of the dilapidated play park was 
on a list of potential priority projects, and money for 
this could be worked into the budget for the next fi¬ 
nancial year in September. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said that the “sooner we 
can look at plans the better” and supported the imme¬ 
diate repairs, saying the park should be “at least 
brought back up to scratch”.

The £2,000 will allow the council to replace the see¬ 
saw, buy a new chain for the infant swing, make re¬ 
pairs to the floor surface and slide. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady said he would also like to 
see a play area in the public gardens, perhaps on the 
site of the former putting green. He suggested that old 
but useable equipment from the Anning Road playing 
field could be transferred to this new play area, mak¬ 
ing way for “a new, all-singing, all-dancing play area 
in Anning Road”. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she had previously 
suggested this but other councillors had argued that 
they would prefer to put in place an attraction which 
they could raise money from in the gardens. 

Speaking on the possible remodeling on the play 
park, she added: “We need to raise this money and 
we’ve got to get it done soon, these children need 
somewhere to play.” 


Council to consider changes to historic Guildhall 


TOWN councillors in Lyme Rergis are giving 
consideration to making changes in the historic 
Guildhall, a Grade One listed building, with a 
new layout for town council meetings. 

Some members of the town council also want a 
discussion on the trdition of the mayor, deputy 
mayor and senior councillors sitting on the alder- 


manic bench above other councillors. 

A report goes before tonight’s Strategy and Pol¬ 
icy Committee from operations manager Elliott 
Herbert stating that the main seatong area in the 
Guildhall was fixed so any alterations would re¬ 
quire major works to move the furniture. 

He also pointed out that the Guildhall was used 


for functions such as weddings and meetings, 
therefore any alterations should not hinder other 
activities. 

The main issue for members was not having a 
table in front of them to lay out papers and write. 
It was also requested that all members should be 
able to sit around a table. 


It was not possible to move the members’ seat¬ 
ing area down into the space where the public sits 
because access to the disabled lift had to be main¬ 
tained. 

Mr Herbert suggested that the simplest solution 
would be to use the existing furtniture and build 
a larger table to sit on top of the existing one.

She explained how framing protects a 
picture and offers a way of carrying and 
hanging work and, most importantly, pres¬ 
ents it to the viewer. A good framer works 
with the artist to discover the most inter¬ 
esting method that meets with their ap¬ 
proval but the frame should be subservient 
to the picture, not dominate it. 

Jennie showed the different woods and 
metal finishes available and explained 
techniques used in the pictures she 
brought. A generous, carefully chosen 
mount can suggest pride in the work - the 
standard width being 6.5cm to 7cm. Ba¬ 
tons can be fixed to the sides of canvasses 
as a finishing touch whilst posters or 
prints can be fixed straight onto a backing 
board.

ROB Greenman from the Betnany 
Chapel in Lyme Regis writes: "Before 
moving here we always looked forward 
to the first drive of the year down Char- 
mouth Road at Easter, with the beauti¬ 
ful vista of Lyme Bay opening before us.

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A Dance a Day to raise the 
curtain at Bridport Arts 


HAVING felt the health benefits of an 
innovative community dance project, 
a group of older people will perform 
their own contemporary dance show¬ 
case at Bridport Arts Centre in April. 

Studies have linked regular exercise 
in older age with improving memory 
and possibly protecting against the 
onset of dementia and with groups for 
over 50s in Charmouth and Wareham, 
A Dance A Day, run by Activate Per¬ 
forming Arts supports older people to 
age actively and creatively. 

"A Dance a Day has such a positive 
effect on both physical and mental 
health and well being because it com¬ 
bines exercise with creativity," says Ac¬ 
tivate Dance Producer, Rosalind 
Conlon. 

"Some of the group are keen to ex¬ 
plore their creativity even further, be 
more experimental in what they do 
and develop artistically by working to¬ 
wards performances." 

In weekly classes participants work 
with experienced dance artists to de¬ 
velop movement skills, improvisation 
and choreography. They also create 
dance-based exercises to incorporate 
in their daily lives, such as stretching as 
they open the curtains and creating 
choreography to accompany televi¬ 
sion adverts. This impacts on daily ac¬ 


tivity levels in addition to the weekly 
classes. 

The sessions have clearly unlocked 
new levels of creativity in some partic¬ 
ipants and following previous per¬ 
formances in Bridport and a successful 
contribution to Dance In Time, the 
South West celebration of older peo¬ 
ple's dance, the Charmouth group is to 
create a performance that will act as a 
curtain raiser for the dance double bill 
of The Buttercup and The Crutch at 
Bridport Arts Centre on 26 April. 

"They say we should dance as if no- 
one is watching, but the great thing 
about A Dance a Day is that it gives us 
the confidence to dance knowing 
people will be watching,"says 64-year- 
old Margie Savory, who attends the 
Charmouth group. 

"We're stepping out of the kitchen 
and having a ball - I've been coming 
for three years now and it's the best bit 
of my week!" 

Her fellow participant Liz Smith also 
takes a great deal of confidence from 
A Dance a Day. 

"Having attended Anna's amazing 
class from its outset, I am becoming 
more confident in the idea of perform¬ 
ance and I know that my dance capa¬ 
bilities have widened and improved 
enormously. I really enjoy the oppor¬ 


tunity to attend workshops and the 
challenge of learning new pieces from 
visiting choreographers, and perhaps 
in time the self conscious part of me 
will be overcome by the fun, joy and 
abandonment of dance!" 

Group members will meet choreog¬ 
rapher Karla Shacklockfor a workshop 
where their performance piece will 
take shape. Their own dance artist 
Anna Golding will then work with par¬ 
ticipants to develop the piece to be 
performed at Bridport Arts Centre. 

The theme of mindfulness and well¬ 
being fits well with the dance double 
bill.The Buttercup is a universally res¬ 
onant tale of how we move through 
difficult times, pick ourselves up and 
reach for the light at the end of the 
tunnel; while The Crutch is about an 
intense and unequal relationship of 
need and explores what it means to 
support someone when you're falling 
apart. 

The programme fits into the wider 
Arts and Health agenda to increase 
health and well being in the over 50s. 

"The group ethic is very strong so 
participants in A Dance A Day are 
keeping their minds active as well as 
their bodies, working for and thinking 
about each other all the time," says 
Rosalind. 

"For me dance means friendship, 
free expression, fun, fitness and free¬ 
dom. Dancing with a group develops 
sensitivity, grace and is a great pleas¬ 
ure," says group member Jill Godfrey.

LEXUS revealed its all-new NX at the Beijing 
motor show, a sharply-styled model that 
marks the company's entry into the fast¬ 
growing premium compact crossover mar¬ 
ket.

Takeaki Kato, the NX Chief Engineer, said:

Exterior design

goes backs to his roots 


Buckler 

BOB Buckler packed his bags last weekend and 
made the journey north to the Quantocks to re¬ 
turn to the roots from which he started; farm¬ 
ing and training horses. 

After five years at Henley and a total of thirty 
one in Dorset, Buckler has decided to stand 
back a bit from National Hunt racing to enable 
him to return to farming, which was where he 
started his career. 

He and his partner Karen Rossiter are leaving 
stables at Higher Peckmoor and moving to a 60 
acre farm at the southern end of the Quantocks 
atSpaxton, seven miles north of Taunton. Head 
lad Giles Scott will be moving as well. 

Before he left he spoke exclusively to View 
Sport: "We will farm beef and sheep and train 
a few horses, around ten to a dozen, which will 
be great from there. The farm wouldn't be a 
suitable place to train 30-35 as we had here at 
Henley, but I'm very happy with that sort of 
number, back in the way that I did at Mel plash 
Court, where I was able to do different things, 
which in a way is much better for the horses. 

"The system here at Henley works well and 
gets horses fit, but I'm sure you can get fit 
equally as well on the Quantocks and the hills. 
We have got an all weather gallop very close 
belonging to Kevin Bishop, but up above us on 
the Quantocks is where the great Les Kennard 
used to train, and he was very successful. 

"So we have loads of facilities and I'm sure 
particularly the type of horses I train; chasers in 
the making; will benefit. It will keep the horses 
sweeter for longer than just going up and 
down the all weather all day. 

"Around Mel plash we took advantage of the 
hills around us, and every day was like going 
hunting because you didn't know what you 
were going to do, and that keeps horses much 
sweeter and happier. 

"I'm also sure the horses have longer careers 
trained like that. A lot of my horses don't ma¬ 
ture until late, but they keep going for quite a 
few years; for example The Sawyer, I Hear 
Thunder and Double Dizzy who raced until rel¬ 
atively old." 

Buckler will not be short of neighbours who 
are trainers, for in addition to Bishop, Philip 
Hobbs and Carl Gray are near by. 


Of the horses currently in training with Buck¬ 
ler all will move to Somerset except Never Says 
Never which owner Richard Hall wants to keep 
local and will therefore stay at Henley with Jack 
Barber who will take over the stables. 

These include established horses such as The 
Happy Warrior, Tinker Time, Somerset Lias 
and Redlynch Rock, as well as the lightly raced 
Ugolin de Beaumont and the as yet unraced 
three-year-olds Say My Name and Hooly 
Bally Diva. 

Buckler will have plenty to keep him busy as 
he also expects to add another youngster he 
has in Ireland and the yearling o f Mizzurka. 

Besides the training opportunities, the other 
advantage is in the location which opens op¬ 
portunities of more race tracks. 

"It's only seven miles to the M3 or A303 via 
Taunton to the south, or similar north to Bridg¬ 
water to pick up the M5 and M4. It will cut 
down travelling time to some current courses, 
but also open other opportunities such as 
Worcester and Stratford." 

Whilst enjoying his time at Henley, Buckler is 
pleased with the move. 

"We all go back to our roots in the end and 
part of my roots is farming, it will be great to 
go back to that. 

"It's been great here. Jeremy Barber has been 
brilliant and Jack will now move in with his 
point-to-pointers, but I hope I can continue to 
train a few more winners."

Buckler at home and unable to make it to 
Cheltenham, had to settle for listening to the 
race by a telephone link. 

"It was starting to get exciting and the com¬ 
mentator called him in fifth or sixth place as 
they came down the hill, but then missed his 
name at the next call which suddenly had me 
panicking, thinking something had happened.

Although he won at the long odds of 33/1, 
owners Nick Elliott and Heather Shane had the 
added bonus of backing him earlier in the day 
when he was at 45/1 and even 60/1. 

Red lynch Rock gave a good account of him¬ 
self in the Paignton Zoo Novices' Handicap 
Hurdle over2 3 A miles at Newton Abbot on Sat¬ 
urday despite finishing fifth. 

Always handy in mid-division Liam Heard 
looked to move him closer on the back straight 
second time around before the six-year-old 
took closer attention turning into the straight 
and ran on well, only easing up towards the fin¬ 
ish when beaten for a place. 

Buckler said: "He stayed on well at the end, 
but needs to move up to three miles. It was an 
encouraging run who I think will be better on a 
right hand course."
